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OME of the most elegant glasswares of modern times, from table 

pieces to architectural designs, have come from the Lalique 
(see René Lalique, Artist-Industrialist, page 16) glass manufac- 
tories, one located in the Parisian area, the other at Wingen-sur- 
Moder in Alsace-Lorraine. 

The Alsacian works have operated continuously since they were 
acquired by René Lalique in 1920, though war supplies, not art 
wares, were produced during World War II and, under German 
control, during the Occupation. The Parisian factory, which René 
Lalique had begun some years before the Alsacian works were ac- 
quired, turned out laboratory products throughout World War I, 
and was making war supplies again in World War II until the 
Occupation when it closed entirely. It reopened only after the 
Liberation. Except for these war years, both factories have been 
busied in making of art wares and architectural glass, and both 
are in production today. 

Occasionally some of these extraordinarily decorative household 
pieces—stemware, tumblers, carafes, trays, ice buckets, plates, figur- 
ines, and the like—find their way with estate accumulations into 
antiques shops to puzzle the owners. Are they justly “antiques”? 

Except for the discarding of out-moded shapes, and the introduc- 
tion of new shapes for contemporary use, there is little to differ- 
entiate Lalique glass made in its earlier days from that being pro- 
duced now. The etched “Lalique” marking is essentially the same, 
and appears on most, but not all, of the pieces. 

Lalique glass must then be considered a fine art glass rather than 
an “antique” glass, for none of its pieces have yet reached any great 
distinction of age. Yet there is a timelessness to beauty, and many 
collectors are already gathering unique pieces and early shapes, as 
well as outstanding examples of all periods. 

Bertha Kitchell Whyte, author of “Wisconsin Heritage,” pub- 
lished by Charles T. Branford Co. in 1955 (reviewed Spinning 
Wheel July 57) has for many years been interested in collector's 
items, large and small, which have to do with her native state. 
Many of these are fast disappearing from the Wisconsin scene, and 
Mrs. Whyte’s personal research has led her into all sections of the 
state in search for accurate source material on early Wisconsin 
days and ways. Influenced by the late Carl Russell Fish, Wisconsin’s 
popular professor, who said “Only by a study of local history can 
we hope really to understand the development of human society”. 
she has confined her study to her own area, and in so doing, has 
found many Wisconsin products, like those of the Pauline Potteries 
(page 24), to have become of national importance. 

Lillian Smith Albert, with her contagious enthusiasm, technical 
knowledge, and ready pen, has played an important part in making 
button collecting the popular hobby it is today. Her books include 
“A Button Collector’s Journal,” “A Button Collector’s Second Jour- 
nal,” “The Complete Button Book” co-authored with Kathryn 
Kent, and “The Button Sampler” with Jane Ford Adams. These 
two, Mrs. Albert and Mrs. Adams have also worked together on the 
“National Button Bulletin” of which Mrs. Albert is editor, Mrs. 
Adams, editorial consultant. Mrs. Adams is also editor of the 
“California State Button Society Brief,” collects buttons as a hobby 
and studies them as cultural artifacts. Josiah Wedgwood, Button 
Maker (page 28) is their second of a series scheduled to 
appear in Spinning Wheel throughout the coming year.

TOURNAPHONE 


Can you tell me something about an old 
“Turnaphone”, a musical instrument whose 
outward appearance resembles an upright 
Victrola. On the inside a paper roller, 
similar to Pianola rolls and perforated in 
the same manner, is attached on one side, 
drawn over a part that looks like a mouth 
organ or harmonica. The roll is fastened 
to an empty spool. As you turn the handle 
on the outside, the sheet music is drawn 
over the harmonica part, which is fur- 
nished with air by three bellows that al- 
ternatingly go up and down. The music 
is similar in sound to a parlor organ, 
having the same volume, tone, and quality.

® Arthur Sanders of the Musical Museum, 
Deansboro, N. Y., identifies the Tourna- 
phone (the spelling gets corrupted to 
“turn-a-phone” after one has played 
one for a while) was first patented in 
1877, which was early for the principle 
involved. It was made in Worcester, 
Mass., either by the Monroe Reed 
Organ eople or a branch of that firm. 
The whole affair, he says, is a bit over 
a foot square, and uses a hugh roll 
nearly a foot wide, sometimes 80 feet 
long. He suggests $50 to $60 as a fair 
price for a Tournaphone in perfect or 
restored condition; considerably less for 
one in need of repair.

One 
shows the Executive Building (Royal 
Palace) in the caput, “Hawaii” on a 
banderole in the upper part of the nave, 
with the Kamehameha Statue below. 
“Honolulu” is in bright-cut engraving in 
the bowl. The company mark, which is not 
yet identified, is a “V” in a diamond. The 
other spoon in which HAWAII in cutout 
letters forms fhe handle, bears no mark, 
but is of obvious Japanese workmanship, 
and is a new one. 

The distances from which requests have 
come to me for extra copies of the Spin- 
ning Wheel, articles amazes me. Just 
last week I sent off copies of the articles 
on the Hawaiian souvenir spoons to some- 
one in Greece. As a matter of fact, I sent 
the whole issues because I thought they'd 
find everything interesting.

From R. R. Story, Jacksonville, Florida: 
Can any readers set me up on where and 
how to get the necessary information, 
machines, and supplies for grinding and 
polishing marble tops?

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touch a polishing job or charge so much 
for it, it is out of sight. Certainly this 
cannot be such a complicated process that 
I could not add it to our cabinet shop 
facilities. 


From Mrs. Evange- 
line V. Coates, Ber- 
keley, Calif.: Here at 
last are pictures of 
my Schoenhut doll 
with the bisque head. 
For over a year I 
have been trying to 
find information 
about the doll — the 
result is practically 
nil. 

I first saw a simi- 
lar doll in the At- 
water Kent Museum 
in Philadelphia and 
wrote to them for 
information if they 
had any. They did 
not reply. 

To date I know of 
five such dolls, three 
in San Francisco, the 
Atwater Kent doll, 
and my own. One 
San Francisco doll 
was bought in Ger- 
many ; the other two 
were given to a San 
Francisco collector 
with no information 
about them. These 
two latter dolls have knit underwear 
tacked to the shoulders with nails. One 
has “Limoges” on the back of the head; 
the other has no mark. 

My own doll has “S.10 H” over “949” 
«(Simon Halbig) on the back of the head. 
Between the shoulders is printed “Schoen- 
hut Doll, Pat. Jan. 17, 1911, U.S.A.”. There 
are three nailheads set triangularly in 
the small of the back. I bought her in 
Philadelphia from a dealer who said the 
former owner had told him the doll had 
been given to her with the bisque head 
and the clothes she now wears. 

Some of my doll club members thought 
the original head had been lost and the 
bisque one substituted. It seems closer to 
truth to me that Schoenhut doll bodies 
were sent to Germany and France with- 
out heads, for sale in those countries. But 
how many? And why no heads? 

I would appreciate it if you published 
this picture of the doll and asked for in- 
formation. 








From H. G. Wood, Bangor, Maine: At an 
“estate-settlement-sale” here, a man 
bought a green painted article (pictured), 
with its cane much broken. He started to 
strip off the paint and found red beneath 
the green, white beneath the red, and the 
latter over beautiful tiger grain maple. 


he “chair” was brought to me for 
caning, and I observed an excellent job of 
cabinet work, perhaps by an individual. 
The way the cane holes were bored seemed 
to indicate non-factory production. It does 
not fold, as this picture may seem to in- 
dicate, but side members are halved to a 
tight joint. Because exceptionally beauti- 
ful tiger grain maple lumber was used 
and cleverly fitted, it must have been of 
high classification rather than for general 
utility use. It is quite heavy and solid for 
its size. 

As a seat, it is too low for an adult and 
too wide for a youth's chair design. Evi- 
dently it is not comfortable as a chair. No 
one locally, as yet, can inform me as to 
its classification, though I assume it is 
some type of chair. Can anyone tell me 
its use?

MAGINATION and perseverance on 

the part of two young Englishmen 
has resulted in a show place antiques 
shop and a Wedgwood collection rival- 
ling that of any museum. Gered of 
Piccadilly Arcade is a “must” for the 
Wedgwood collector and student in 
London. 

In 1947, Wolf Mankowitz, then a 
struggling young writer, joined forces 
with David Seligmann to open a tiny 
shop in Piccadilly Arcade carrying a 
general line of antiques. In 1949, 
having met with signal enthusiasm in 
the disposal of some fine early Wedg- 
wood wares, they decided to specialize 
in antique Wedgwood — a decision 
which mushroomed and catapulted the 
two partners into the position of front- 
rank experts on the ware. In 1952, 
Wolf Mankowitz set the seal on this 
reputation, and his fame as a writer, 
with the publication of The Portland 
Vase. Wedgwood, his authoritative 
book, which so ably met a long stand- 
ing need, followed in 1953. 

The original collection of Victorian 
and antique Wedgwood has been care- 
fully weeded out until the Gered col- 
lection is now concentrated on Wedg- 
wood ware made between 1770 and 
1790. Examples of every ware ever 
made during the long and fruitful 
career of Josiah Wedgwood are in- 
cluded. A representative group of later 
products shows many pieces by Emil 
Lessore, the Victorian Wedgwood 
decorator. (Spinning Wheel, Novem- 
ber *57). 

Mr. Seligmann points out that 
Josiah Wedgwood’s work must be 
considered in the light of his high 
principles and well developed social 
conscience. He was the father of en- 
lightened paternal industrialism and 
concerned with raising the living 
standards of the average Englishman. 
In his factory he attempted to make 
fine ceramic wares that were within 
reach of the masses, turning out useful 
yet decorative wares of a high design 
standard. He developed a tradition of 
fine earthenware at popular prices. 

While the Gered collection shows 
many fine, rare, and lovely decorative 
pieces, most of it is what Josiah 
Wedgwood himself called “useful 
wares” — parts of dinner and 
dessert and tea services, and ing 
other such practical items.

Rene Lalique 


Artist and Industrialist

HOUGH that stern critic John 
Ruskin rather harshly pronounced 
that the mechanical age had reduced 
the workers to a status of “cogs and 
compasses,” there are still some who 
believe that a work of art must be 
unique in the true sense of the word 
before it has a reason for existence. 
It is to such artists that the masses, 
hungering for the diversion that 
beauty gives, turn for fulfillment. One 
man who devoted his life to just such 
artistic principles was René Lalique. 
René Lalique was born in the little 
village of Ay, in the province of 
Champagne, in 1865. When he was 
two years old, his family moved to 
Paris, and it was there René received 
his education in the Ecole Turgot and 
in Fontenay-sous-Bois. During his 
formative years it was evident that 
he had a remarkable talent for ori- 
ginal designs. At twenty, he was 
apprenticed to a jewelry firm where 
his artistic productions won him first 
prize for drawing and sculpture. His 
individual designs and his work with 
plastics soon brought him to the at- 
tention of Petitfils, Paris jewelers of 
note, for whom he executed special 
orders and designs for their selective 
clientele. 

Later he joined the firm of Chez de 
Stape, then leading fashion jewelists 
of the world, at their workshop in 
Place Gallion, Paris. Here he experi- 
mented with enamels, instead of the 
customary rare metals, as a back- 
ground for precious stones, achieving 
effects which revolutionized the jew- 
elry trade. In each article of jewelry 
Lalique designed, the personality of 
the wearer was taken into considera- 
tion to make it an individual and 
distinctive production. 

At thirty, he broke away from Chez 
de Stape to become a free-lance de- 
signer. In his studio at 3 Rue Therese 
he modelled superb mountings for 
such jewelers as Cartier and Bouch- 
eron, and for the world famous 
actress, Sarah Bernhardt. In 1890, his 
first exhibition as an independent 
jeweler in the Salon des Artistes 
Francais won tremendous acclaim 
and brought royalty to his door for 
his personalized designs. From 1890 
to 1994 he worked alone, creating all 
his designs and executing them him- 
self in every detail. 

At his new shop, 24 Place Vendome, 
he experimented with new ideas for 


mounting precious stones. He turned 
from the semi-precious tortoise-shell 
to ordinary horn because the former 
was too irregular in its coloring and 
offended his artistic tastes. This in- 
novation met with immediate ac- 
ceptance and as a result horn became 
a luxury in Paris. It was during his 
experiments with rock crystal that 
the idea of glass as a medium for ex- 
pressing his artistic talents came to 
the fore and Lalique was headed 
down another road—a road which 
was to make him far more world re- 
nowned than he could ever have en- 
visioned. 

Glass was no strange substance to 
Lalique for he had used it in one 
form before, enamels — glass trans- 
formed with oxides. Scientifically he 
knew the ingredients for glass 
sand, potash, lead. He understood the 
metal and recognized its tremendous 
possibilities in the hands of a master 
craftsman. In his own kitchen he 
made his first experiments, producing 
a tiny tear bottle. The bottle was 
molded in a simple cooking pan over 
the fire in his stove in the Rue 
Therese. In his eagerness to build up 
the intense heat needed for his ex- 
periments, he failed to recognize the 
obvious hazards and once while still 
deeply engrossed in his work, he sud- 
denly became aware of crackling 
timber—his studio was afire. His first 
thought was for his experiment which 
he saved, while his landlord, rushing 
in, put out the fire. Consequently his 
landlord insisted he find other 
quarters, 

Lalique decided he must have a 
laboratory of his own in which to 
carry on his work and also a shop to 
display it in. He decided to build to 
his own specifications at 40 Cour Al- 
bert Ier, thus adding architecture 
as another facet to his already full 
life. Lalique supervised every detail 
of the building of his new sa'on, still 
world famous for its beauty. The door 
of sculptured glass was his first archi- 
tectural glass design. 

When approached by the perfumer 
Coty to design a label for his product, 
Lalique des‘gned instead a whole new 
bottle, a triumph in artistic glass. The 
bottle and the perfume made both 
men famous. 

In 1920 René Lalique acquired his 
present glasswor'’s at Wingen-sur-

Moder in Alsace-Lorraine, Here he 
produced on a large scale artistic 
glass designs, of which representative 
pieces can be found in almost every 
museum in the world. 

For the most part Lalique glass- 
ware is molded or cast in a mold. 
Sometimes Lalique combined cutting 
with casting, obtaining some rather 
pleasing effects. Certain areas of the 
molded designs were treated with 
acids to produce a frosted or gelid 
effect on the glass, often in combina- 
tion with bright glistening surfaces 
which were either cut and polished, 
treated with acids to give bright ef- 
fects, or simply left in the original 
state as it came from the mold after 
fire polishing. 

His blown wares were almost all 
confined to cups of glass, stemware, 
and large bottles, but even in these 
instances the stem and foot of the 
glass and the neck of the bottle were 
molded. 

Another method of manufucture, 
not often encountered by collectors, 
were those pieces made by the Cire 
Perdue, or “lost wax,” method. These 
were unique designs first modelled in 
wax, then covered with a ceramic 
paste. After the paste had hardened, 
the paste-covered model was placed 
in an oven to melt out the wax model, 
leaving a hollow ceramic mold. Into 
this ceramic mold was poured molten 
glass. The mold was broken away 
after the glass had annealed leaving a 


perfect reproduction of the wax 
model in glass. 
For color, Lalique depended on 


transluced glass, opaline, or colored 
glass—black, smoked, jade _ green, 
sapphire blue or red. On occasion 
irisated effects were produced on the 
surface of the glass by subjecting it 
to gaseous fumes in a muffle. Colored 
enamels, transparent and opaque, 
were utilized with beautiful results. 


It was originally intended that each 
piece of glass that left the Lalique 
factory be marked “Lalique,” and as 
far as possible such was the case. 
However, the human element cannot 
always be governed and it is under- 
standable that some pieces have left 
the works without any identifying 
marks, Comparison with signed pieces 
will tell the owner whether or not 
he has an unmarked Lalique creation. 


Lalique’s productions cover an al- 
most infinite range, from tableware 
to architectural glass. Stemware, 
tumblers, pitchers, carafes, trays, ice 
buckets, plates, bowls, and dessert 
sets of all kinds have a beauty of line 
and color seldom found in such every 
day household articles. Each piece is 
well balanced and functional. Boudoir 
accessories were given particular at- 
tention. A wide variety of beautiful 
perfume and cologne bottles have 
been manufactured. Each design has 
a personality all its own, from the 
light whimsical air of nymphs and 


mimosa blossoms cascading in delicate 
sprays from the stopper of the bottle 
to the heady beauty of large full- 
blown flowers rising from the top of 
the decanter like some exquisite 
nosegay. Dresser trays, powder and 
ointment jars, jewel boxes and many 
other articles to grace a lady’s bou- 
doir are superbly expressed in glass 
by Lalique. 

For the house proper, René Lalique 
designed hundreds of beautiful ac- 
coutrements from tiny press-molded 
figurines and vases three or four 
inches high to extremely large pieces 
eighteen or twenty inches tall. Dec- 
orative lighting fixtures were also 
made. Some indescribably beautiful 
effects were produced by indirect 
lighting, such as the fantastic battle 
of the Knights of the Sea astride their 


grotesque horses; or the superb 
grouping of peacocks with their 
feathery tails spread out in glorious 
profusion. Chandeliers and lamps 


capable of producing not only illum- 
ination but also a decorative function

when in repose were manufactured. 
Clocks, ashtrays, covered boxes, me- 
dallions, and a host of other userul 
household articles were given his 
customary touch of elegance. 

Architectural glass is perhaps one 
of his most important contributions 
to interior and exterior decoration. 
No longer was there a need to cover 
with brick and mortar when beauti- 
fully molded glass could be utilized 
to add light and dignity to otherwise 
dark and dismal areas. Doors, cor- 
rugated walls, gates, mantels, balus- 
trades, wainscotting, windows, foun- 
tains, and pavilions all glowed with 
that soft illumination only glass can 
impart. 

Lalique’s use of architectural glass 
in churches and shrines was his con- 
tribution to the Divine. His complete 
altars, crucifixes, Madonnas and rep- 
resentations of Saints will take their 
place in the annuals of ecclesiastic 
art beside the superb stained glass 
windows of the 14th and 15th centur- 
ies. Beholding all these worthy 
achievements in glass one is struck 


by the fact that each article is a true 
representation of functional beauty, 

Few men are blessed with a son 
who shares his father’s enthusiasm 
and artistic abilities, In Mare Lalique, 
René had a rare companionship, and 
a son’s fulfillment of all his paternal 
needs and expectations.

More and more collectors are be- 
coming interested in the smaller anti- 
ques made of silver, and dealers are 
bringing back from abroad many of 
the attractive pieces used so plenti- 
fully in the elegant English homes of 
the 18th and early 19th centuries. 
This book, by an authority on English 
silver, is a welcome guide, as well as 
a source of reference, to these in- 
triguing British pieces—and is equally 
helpful in background information for 
those whose collecting is confined to 
American counterparts. 

Colicetibles of which little has been 
written, such as spice dredgers, nut- 
meg graters, sugar crushers, tea- 
caddy ladles, and mote skimmers, as 
well as the better known milk and 
cream jugs, cream pails, muffineers, 
sauce boats and the like, are dis- 
cussed in detail. No less than 250 
examples are pictured, and the text, 
written in the leisurely English style, 
presents each article against the 
background of the period. The in- 
troductory paragraphs to the chapter 
on Argyles, (quoted below, by permis- 
sion of the publishers) is representa- 
tive of the style and pace of the book, 
and may well serve as a sample of 
the delights of its pages. 


“Carving at the dining table was 
an early Georgian innovation influ- 
enced by the introduction of white 
salt-glaze carving dishes by the Staf- 
fordshire potters. Formerly meat and 
poultry had been carved on silver or 
pewter dishes at the side table by the 
butler. Carving at table for more than 
two decades was a privilege of the 
hostess or a lady deputy. At the wed- 
ding of the Princess Royal to the 
Prince of Orange in 1733, the Countess 
of Hertford carved at the high table. 
By the 1740s, however, the host cus-

tomarily undertook the duties asso- 
ciated with carving. Inevitably, how- 
ever, in a large gathering, the meal 
was served slowly. The hot gravy that 
had taken the place of the old pungent 
sauces gradually cooled and congealed 
while he wrestled with the joints, 
since the customary design for a sauce 
vessel was still an open boat of silver, 
porcelain, or pottery. 

“This semi-cold gravy was heartily 
disliked by John, 4th Duke of Argyll 
(d. 1770), who emphasized his opinion 
by designing his own gravy contain- 
ers for his table. These were inter- 
nally heated. The silversmiths appear 
to have taken note of this vessel in 
the early 1760s, and under the duke’s 
name, mis-spelt, it was used on fas- 
hionable dining-tables, keeping gravy 
hot throughout the meat course. The 
vessel somewhat resembled a small 
teapot with an excessively long, nar- 
row swan-neck spout, and continued 
in fashionable and general use for 
about a century: argyles were illus- 
trated in a silversmith’s catalogue of 
the early 1860s. A long series was 
made in silver, more in Sheffield plate, 
and also in electroplate. Present-day 
owners of these somewhat quaint- 
looking little vessels are often per- 
plexed regarding their original pur- 
pose, although in their heyday every 
well-equipped dinner-table was fur- 
nished with at least one pair of 
argyles.” 

The chapter continues with the dis- 
cussion of the various methods of 
heating the silver containers, and 
traces the changes in style and design 
in chronological sequence through the 
Sheffield plate period of the early 19th 
century, 

All the gadgets of the day—from 
tobacco stoppers used for tamping 
down the tobacco leaf in small-bowled 
clay tobacco pipes to leg-of-mutton 
holders and marrow spoons—are as 
intriguingly explained and displayed. 
Best of all, this need not be a “wish- 
ing” book, for most of these small 
antiques in silver, often useful, al- 
ways attractive, are currently avail- 
able, and except for certain 
rare pieces, within reach of the i 
average purse.

Undoubtedly the greatest service 
the Guides perform is the inclusion 
of many previously unrecorded pri- 
vate houses which merit wider recog- 
nition. Many of these, while off the 
beaten path, lie near large cities and 
major highways and are easily ac- 
cessible, and the Pratts by their own 
alchemy have arranged with the own- 
ers that most of them can be visited 
by appointment. 

Each house is treated with respect 
and affection, its personality recog- 
nized, and its noteworthy features 
applauded. Though some at first 
glance appear too modest for interest, 
they will be found, like the unassum- 
ing Tate House near Portland, Maine, 
with its magnificent interior panel- 
ing and bold painted floor, to contain 
unusual and worthwhile features for 
study. 

The description of Houmas in the 
New Orleans area, is chosen at ran- 
dom—for every page is equally as 
fascinating—to exemplify the skill in 
description, care in selection, and ex- 
cellence of photography accorded each 
entry in these Guides.

One of the most beautiful and 
dreamlike plantations of the Deep 
South, set back a little from the river 
in a grove of massive live oaks.

HE brief history of the Pauline Pottery Works of 

Edgerton, Wisconsin, is a story of the energy and 
initiative typical of many of our women of the early 
mid-west. 

It starts in Chicago when Mrs. Pauline Jacobus, wife 
of a member of the Chicago Board of Trade, saw on 
exhibit some pieces of sculpture made by Sarah Bern- 
hardt. Mrs. Jacobus was inspired to do some work in 
ceramics and, abetted by her husband, journeyed to Cin- 
cinnati to study the process with the Rookwood Com- 
pany of that city. At that time there was a kiln builder 
there but none in Chicago; accordingly when Mrs. 
Jacobus started a class in ceramics in 1880, she had to 
have the pieces sent to Cincinnati to be fired. This was 
very unsatisfacory but in spite of difficulties she started 
to produce pottery commercially with a small kiln and 
was so successful that her products were sold to Kim- 
ball’s in Boston, Tiffany’s in New York, and Marshall 
Field & Co. in Chicago. 

Clay was obtained in Ohio but since it was felt neces- 
sary to locate material closer at hand, Mr, and Mrs. 
Jacobus conducted a search through the adjacent coun- 
tryside. While driving near Edgerton, Wisconsin, they 
found a fine bed of clay and that discovery prompted 
them to buy a fine old yellow brick house near it and 
move the pottery [Please turn the page]

business to Edgerton. That was in 
1888. Mr. O. I. Jacobus had named 
the company Pauline Potery while it 
was in Chicago; but in Edgerton two 
separate companies were set up—the 
Pauline Pottery under Mrs. Jacobus 
and another one run by Mr. Jacobus 
and backed by business men of Ed- 
gerton which was formed to make 
porous cups for batteries for the Bell 
Telephone Co, John Sargeant of Cin- 
cinnati built the kiln which was used 
for both endeavors, Thorwald Samson 
of Denmark was employed to prepare 
the pottery forms and at one time 
twenty men worked under Mr. 
Jacobus and thirteen women were 
employed by Mrs. Jacobus. 

When in 1891 Mr. Jacobus died 
and the cup making business failed 
due to the invention of the dry bat- 
tery, a lawyer of Edgerton, Mr. L. H. 
Towne, took over the assets and 
formed the Edgerton Art Clay Works 
and engaged Helen Farnsworth 
Mears, one of Wisconsin’s early sculp- 
tors, to model statuettes. These were 
cast by Thorwald Samson. In 1899, 
however, Mr. Samson returned to 
Denmark and Mrs, Jacobus retired to 
her country home, The Bogert, where 
she entertained paying guests and 
presided over her well appointed 
table in dignified style. 

After standing idle for some years 
the whole pottery property was up 
for sale and Mrs. Jacobus bought the 
kiln for the brick in it and performed 
a wonderful feat for a gray haired 
older lady. With a skilled mason she 
labelled each brick and after dis-

mantling the kiln had it rebuilt on her 
own property where it was housed in 
a picturesque shed adjacent to her 
house. Again she set up a pottery and 
began soliciting business in the year 
1902, advertising specialties which 
she certainly did produce. 

Mr. Edwin G. Fifield of the jewelry 
firm of Hall, Sayles and Fifield of 
Janesville, Wisconsin, was one who 
sent a check in advance and asked for 
the agency for his firm. Later when 
Mrs. Jacobus’ home burned and the 
stock was liquidated in 1905, he pur- 
chased about fifty pieces of Pauline 
Pottery and associated pieces which 
he later left to his step-daughter, 
Miss Margaret Goodwin of Beloit, 
Wisconsin. Mrs. Jacobus went to live 
with her daughter who had married 
Mr. John Coon of Edgerton and when 
he moved to Texas she went with

ton in 1926 and on January 9th en- 
him. Mrs. Jacobus returned to Edger- 
tered the Masonic Home at Dousman, 
Wisconsin, where she died July 6, 
1930. 

The first pottery made by the 
Pauline Pottery was of a yellow base 
with designs under glaze in blue, but 
Mrs. Jacobus was always of an ex- 
perimental mind and later she de- 
veloped some beautiful peacock col- 
ored glazes, somewhat crackled. The 
statuettes were not her work but 
were fired by the same kiln and cast 
of white clay after models made by 
artists, among whom was Helen F. 
Mears. 

This situation makes it very hard 
for the collector who is confronted 
by a variety of marks or no mark at 
all. In Miss Goodwin’s collection be- 
sides a piece with the date 1883, and 
those with the regular crown with 
Trade Mark above or an imprinted 
Pauline Pottery there is a plaque 
marked “Ete” and signed N. F. Mears

Mrs. Jacobus tried many shapes 
and many designs. Some of her in- 
spirations were in type Wedgwood, 
Majolica, Chinese and Japanese, Meis- 
sen, German, Dutch, and French. A 
plaque owned by the Wisconsin State 
Historical Society Museum in the 
Middleton Collection has decoration 
in the loose china painting style of 
the period. 

In the files of the Neville Museum 
of Green Bay, Wisconsin, which owns 
a small collection of Pauline ware, 
is an article entitled The Pauline Pot- 
tery Edgerton, Wisconsin by Bertha 
Jacques who had visited Mrs. Jacobus’ 
home when the pottery was in opera- 
tion there. To quote- 

Of form there is an infinite variety— 
vases which seem to express every com- 
bination of curve and straight line; 
bowls in every state of plumpness and 
attenuation; pompous jardinieres; squatty 
pitchers and tall slender ewers; jugs with 
curious handles; dishes and jars with 
covers; rose bowls and incense burners 
in pierced work; candlesticks and wall 
pockets around which scaley dragons 
crawl; inviting looking teapots with the 
attending tea caddies. 

Brown bowls there are with froth run- 
ning over the edge and trickling part 
way down the sides. Flowers and fruit in 
decorative forms appear on soft yellows 
and greens. There are pieces suggesting

OSIAH WEDGWOOD 

made buttons from his 
earliest years as a potter 
and kept them as an im- 
portant branch of his busi- 
ness in the days of his 
greatest success. “The cam- 
eos are employed [among 
other ways] for buttons 
which have lately been 
worn by the nobility of 
different parts of Europe,” 
he noted proudly in his 
catalogue of 1787. 

The cameos were small 
jasperware pieces of just

the right size for mounting 
in button frames, Since 
elegant buttons were very much in the mode at that time, 
the mountings employed for Wedgwood cameos were 
identical in style with those used for other centers, Thus 
the style of the mountings provide one of the best guides 
to the period of certain Wedgwood buttons. The cameos 
were brought back into fashion many times, making it 
difficult to place a particular example, The mountings, on 
the other hand, were in style only once. 

Take, for instance, a set of cameos put together on 
wooden molds that have catgut shanks strung through 
them. This curious (and relatively short-lived) construc- 
tion went out of existence early in the 19th century. It 
was already becoming unpopular when jasperware was 
invented. Surely a set made this way must be very early. 


Mountings most typical of the late 18th century are 
those made up of a metal back to which a metal shank 
is brazed (not soldered) on, a “face” and a turn-over 
metal rim that binds the two together. The rim is copper 
more often than anything else. Tortoise-shell or Mother- 
of-pearl buttons recessed to receive a cameo are also 
typical—though rare. To judge from the number now 
remaining, the steel mountings already mentioned were 
by all odds the great favorites. No one can deny their 
effectiveness. 

It is said that the first “white terra cotta” cameos were 
painted and placed under glass for protection. Glass- 
topped button frames were then in common use and it 
would have been natural for Wedgwood to employ them. 
None seem to have survived, however. 

Collectors of larger pieces of Wedgwood are frequently 
advised to buy only those bearing the identifying name. 
They are told that jasperware in particular must be 
watched, it having been imitated for nearly two hundred 
years now. Quite true, jasperware was such an immediate 
and sensational success that other potters in England and 
on the Continent hastened to come up with something 
“just like” it. Much of the imitation has been too crude 
to deceive the collector. But it must be noted that some 
master potters (and particularly Wedgwood’s contem- 
poraries) did create pieces in no way inferior to his own. 
Witness those from Sevres—including buttons. 

Button collectors find it impossible to follow the rule 
of buying only marked examples. The reason is obvious— 
all too many of the finest early Wedgwood buttons have 
their marks concealed by the mountings. One would

DOLL does not have to be a 

beauty to be treasured by col- 
lectors. Some choice old dolls, made 
for children’s everyday play are com- 
ical, even downright ugly, yet they 
are eagerly sought, and command 
high prices. One such is the so-called 
“Bartenstein doll.” 


THE BARTENSTEIN DOLL HEAD 


Fritz Bartenstein of Huttenstein- 
ach, Germany, patented his movable 
double-faced doll head in this country 
on July 5, 1881, under patent 
# 243,752. Because the patent number 
is sometimes stamped on the doll 
body, collectors frequently designate 
the whole doll as the “Bartenstein 
doll;” rightfully the name should be 
attributed to the head only. 

The head of this doll, with its two 
faces, one smiling, one piteously cry- 
ing, is turned to hide one face in a 
permanently attached hood or cap by 
the pulling of a string at the lower 
left side of the body. The same string 
also connects with a bellows-type cry 
and an arm, so that by raising the 
arm while the doll wears its crying 
face, appropriate wails are emitted.

sion of these dolls, for the heads of 
poured beeswax are often softened 
and distorted with age. This added 
distortion does not impair the value 
of the Bartenstein head doll, for as 
unhandsome as it may be, it is con- 
sidered a rare collector’s item, and 
holds a high place in rarity and 
monetary value. 


THE COLEMAN WALKING DOLL 


Another much sought-for doll of 
dubious beauty is the Coleman Walk- 
ing Doll, patented November 8, 1921, 
by Harry H. Coleman of New York, 
an Englishman, at that time in the

Mr. Coleman, a ventriloquist on the 
stage, used large life-size dummies in 
his act, and his walking doll was de- 
veloped somewhat along the same 
lines. 

Not only did Mr. Coleman invent 
his doll, but he also manufactured it, 
in that he had the parts turned out 
and assembled them himself. It is 
made almost entirely of turned wood, 
wire screening, and coiled springs. 
The feet, rounded at the bottom, ap- 
pear to be solid wood, but are actually 
filled with lead to give proper weight 
for walking. 

Head and hands are of cheap com- 
position, poorly enameled, and the 
head is connected to the upper 
wooden body frame by ordinary large 
nails, The torso is made of coarse 
Wire screening and is cone-shaped to 
fit the frame of the body. This also is 
fastened with ordinary small nails or 
tacks. The face is typical of dolls of 
its period, with none of the delicacy 
of the old bisque dolls or the new

THE CHASE STOCKINET DOLL 


The Chase Stockinet doll, lifelike 
and lovable, was intended for chil- 
dren’s play. It was designed and made 
by Mrs. Martha Jenks Chase, of Paw- 
tucket, Rhode Island, as a soft, un- 
breakable, washable toy for her own 
children, in the early 1890s. 

The construction was intricate and 
painstaking. The head, cut in two 
pieces—the face and the back—was 
jointed at the top in a stitch similar 
to that used on baseballs. It was 
stuffed, like the body for which she 
used tan sateen, with cotton, Head,

meticulously contoured and the fea- 
tures painted in natural tones, The 
ears were well defined and appear to 
have been applied separately, Arms 
and legs were stitched at elbows and 
knees for bending. The thumb was 
applied separately to the hand, with 
each finger individually fashioned. 
The feet were remarkably lifelike, 
each toe distinctly outlined.

found herself, somewhat to her own 
surprise, manufacturing the same doll 
commercially, and on a rather large 
scale. The tan sateen body early gave 
way to one of waterproof finished 
stockinet, making the doll entirely 
washable. Many sizes and types were 
made—little boys and girls, colored 
mammies, story book characters, even 
George Washington. 

Eventually Mrs. Chase’s “rag doll” 
grew up to take a part in the adult 
world of education, About the time of 
the first World War, she made up an 
actual-sized baby doll with internal 
containers that could be bathed and 
handled as a human baby, for use in 
nurses training groups. Later came 
the life-size adult Hospital Doll, 
widely in use in nurses training 
schools today. Mrs, Chase died 
in 1925, and production of the te 
toy dolls has not been continued.

Aeceordion Hatrack 


CCORDION hatracks, in light 

wood or dark, many with white 
ironstone buttons tipping the pegs, 
were common enough two generations 
ago. They hung in kitchens and bed- 
rooms, front halls and back entries, 
handy repositories for the hat or 
bonnet that was donned for the 
slightest step outside. Today, the hat 
—if there is one in the house—is 
tucked away in its dustproof box on 
the closet shelf, and the old accordion 
hatrack, whose shadow still casts a 
pretty pattern on the wall, must seek 
new uses. 

While some are retained for more 
or less their original purpose—hung 
low in a utility room, for example, 
for a small child’s hat and coat con- 
venience—others are used for decora- 
tive effect. 

Pictured is the hatrack which 
hangs by the front door in the home 
of Mrs. Jean Cowles, in Scarsdale, 
New York, setting the scene for a 
house full of country antiques. On it 
is hung the 19th century equipment, 
village-style, for an evening call by 
the man of the house and his wife. 
The hats came from an antiques shop 


on a back road in Vermont; the larger 
lantern was used by a brakeman on 
the Pennsylvania Railroad; the 
smaller lantern, sometimes called a 
skating lantern or a lady’s lantern, 
came from Bucks County, Pennsyl- 
vania, and the little shawl from Con- 
necticut, The grouping has occasioned 
much curiosity and amusement—Mrs. 
Cowles reports with delight the door- 
to-door salesman’s apt remark: “I see 
Grandpa and Grandma live with you.” 

In Omaha, Nebraska, Mrs. M, J. 
Moseley has taken her hatrack into 
her dining room and uses it as a 
hanging rack to display some of the 
dainty pitchers she collects, Against 
her beige painted wall, the effect is a 
gay and colorful as a spring flower 
painting—and best of all, Mrs. Moseley 
can change her color scheme at will, 
simply by substituting other pitchers 
from her collection. To hold them 
securely, she attaches the pitchers to 
the pegs with fine wire. 

Garden enthusiasts, too, find 
these hatracks attractive as a lattice 
background when hung with 
pots of ivy or other growing in 
greens.

TAFFORDSHIRE toby jugs have

It must be remembered that rarely 
were older jugs marked by the potter. 
In any case, and this applies to all 
fields of collecting, a maker’s mark is 
the easiest feature of an antique to 
fake. 

Listed below are the points by which 
one can recognize a toby of the best 
period, 1750 to 1800. 

1. The pottery itself is fairly pale in 
color and quite noticeably light in 
weight in relation to the size of the 
jug. 

2. The earliest jugs based on Voyez’s 
original pattern modelled for Ralph 
Wood are quite large, from eight to 
ten inches in height.

4. The first jugs, made in the enamel 
period about 1780 before the quality 
of the modelling deteriorated, are 
worth having. But since later types 
were almost always produced with 
enamel colors, too, additional evidence 
of age must be sought.

the Elder, Burslem, c. 1770. 


5. The darker underglaze colors 
should show some iridescence. 

6. The modelling is well detailed. 
Toby’s fingers, buttons, garters, and 
shoe laces are all clearly defined. 

7. The classic toby’s face is fierce 
and ugly with broken teeth and warts! 

8. Most tobies hold a jug of ale on 
their knees. These little jugs are 
works of art in themselves with even 
the froth carefully reproduced. 

9. Some hold pipes or have a 
“churchwarden” leaning against the 
chair. These are beautiful smooth 
little things, lovingly made by hand 
and carefully placed in position. 

10. The feet will be seen to be hol- 
low when viewed from inside the jug. 

11. The toes of the Ralph Wood 
types project beyond the base. 

12. The crown of the three-cornered 
hat was fitted loose and could be re- 
moved for use as a cup. Most of these 
have been lost during the passage of 
years, but the presence of one is a 
good sign. 

These points refer to the potter’s 
technique of the period under review 
and are not here concerned with the 
exact identity of the maker; the 
characteristics listed are guides @ 
only to age and authenticity.

(The Hukills, 
by the way, are the Cementique-

a grandmother’s parlor in the 1870s. 
The small oil paintings hung below, 
in antiqued gold frames, are — all 
seven — of the Hukill grandchildren. 
An eighth proud nail has recently 
been added. The hooked rug before 
the fireplace, with rose-centered beige 
and white medallions on soft green, 
echoes the colors of the overmantel 
piece. Andirons and fire set, circa 
1855, are in brass, and the girandole 
on the mantel is balanced by a large 
pink lustre pitcher in the House pat- 
tern Mrs. Hukill collects. 

The rest of the collection of some 
forty pieces is  cabinet-displayed. 
Above it hangs a wax flower memo- 
rial wreath, dated 1880, a family 
piece. Similar floral wax designs, 
framed in wide gold, are effective 
elsewhere in the room as color ac- 
cents against the cream and gold- 
toned wallpaper. 

Cementique was begun as an even- 
ing-and-weekend fun and profit mail- 
order project—Henry is a busy execu- 
tive with an aircraft equipment man- 
ufacturer by day—starring all the 
family. A good part of the early pack- 
aging fell to the children, who worked 
out their allowance money import- 
antly “filling orders.” Now as the 
business has expanded to become na- 
tionally “store-bought” as well as 
“mail-ordered,” the available fathers 
and mothers of those eight grand- 
children still lend willing hands when 
orders pile up, or when the senior 
Hukills take time out for the travel 
they enjoy—there are always 
faraway grandchildren to visit— 
from New York to California!

hesitate to dismember a button in 
search of its mark, even in cases 
where that would be possible. But 
even if that were done, there would 
remain all of those buttons which 
would have to be completely de- 
stroyed to remove the cameo. 

Under the circumstances, button 
collectors extend the name Wedgwood 
as a courtesy title to all “hidden 
identify” jasper cameos of fine design 
and excellent craftsmanship, They 
trust that collectors not faced with 
the same problem will accept that 
solution without too much eyebrow 
raising. 

Where Wedgwood marks are visi- 
ble, either on self-shanked buttons or 
where open-backed mountings leave 
them exposed, the button collector is 
in the same position as all other 
Wedgwood collectors. That is, the 
marks certify origin, but seldom cer- 
tify date. 

The instances in which marks 
provide dates for buttons are three: 
one applies to buttons not of jasper- 
ware, but of bone china. These were 
made about 1925 and are code dated. 
The other marks are “England” 
stamped on self-shanked jasperware 
buttons and the figures “1951” on 
buttons of the same description. The 
first mark signifies production after 
1892; the second signifies production 
in the very year 1951. 

The 1951 buttons were “issued in a 
limited edition” especially for col- 
lectors. They are reproductions of 
some of the finest designs ever 
created for the company. So, at least 
to a limited extent, the Wedgwood 
people are still button makers 
just as they were in the 18th i 
and the 19th centuries.
